Which Swept the Indies—Had Noth­ 
ing but a Few Tattered and’ Tow) 
Clothes—Floret* Vessels Ashore Be­ 
tween Keunakoot and Hatteras, Si. 
C.—Thirty Lives Lost. 


Norfolk, V a. Aug. 2a —Thlrfcy-flve 
shipwrecked seamen, who had nothing 
in the world but a few tattered aud tora 
clothes on their backs, some injured, 
aud all miserable, arrived here yester­ 
day from Hatteras, N. O. 
From them 
it is liorned that the recent hurricane 
which sent so many people to death and 
destroyed vast estates in Porto Rico, 
added another chapter to Its horrors in 
a little stretch of beach from Kl ana toot 
to Hatteras, N. Q. 
Thirty people are 
known to have lost their lives in this 
district, whioh is only 16 miles long, 
and the beach Is strewn with spars, 
masts and other wreckage. 
Th* sailors 
say 11 vessels are ashore on the coast 
between Hatteras and New river inlet. 
No such damaging result has attended 
a storm on the coast In the past quarter 
of a century. 
Waves ran mountain 
high and the wind howled unceasingly 
several days and nights at a 75-mile VO- 
locity, 
Tliat not more lives were lost 
in the vicinity of Hatteras is considered 
by the survivors nothing lese than a 
miracle. 
Among those who arrived yesterday 
were IO of the crew of the barkentine 
Prise I ba, Captain Benjamin R. Spring* 
stein of Baltimore. 
Tho Priscilla lies 
on Gull Shoals, 18 miles north of Cape 
Hatteras. 
There were four fatalities 
shortly after the Priscilla went ashore, 
the captain’s wife being washed over­ 
board aud drowned within IO minute* 
from the time the bark struck.

others who lost their lives were the 
captain’s two sons, aged 24 aud 12 
years, a Mr. Goldenborough, connected 
with the Lee family aud a relative of 
one of the vessel's owners, C. Morton 
Stewart A Co.
